There were hammocks there nnrl we 


Jumped Into them to get wnrr.i. but the 
Germans ••nmo down with their re- 
volvers ami bayonets and took the 
hammocks awny ami poured water on 
the decks anil told us to sleep there. 
They could not have done a worse 
trick than thnr, 
Then they mtt locks on the portholes 


nncl tolil us that anyone caught fiddling 
with the locks would be shot at ouce. 
This was because we might sight a 
British or French man-of-war at nny 
time und as the Moewe was sailing un- 
der the British fins nnd trying to keep 
out of trouble tliey did not want us | 
nt the ports signaling our own war- I 
ships for help. 
If they had bucked 


nnv of the allied ships ami had a light 
we' would bnve clUv.1 clown there like 
rats. 
The Moewe had already raptured 


the Voltaire, Mount Temple, Cambrian 
Jlnnge and the- King George ami bad 
the crews of these vessels between 
decks with us. 
These men 
told us

how the Germans were treating them : 
«nd It looked to me us though the ere- i 


nnd a pleasant "lime would be had ty 
all—not. 
The crew of the Mount Temple were 


on deck working when the raider sud- 
denly opened flre on them. 
Two or 


three men Jumped into the water nnd 
the Germans turned a gun on them 
while they were swimming and killed 
them. That was just a sample of. what 
bad happened to them. 


The men now began running up and 


down In a line to keep warm, but I 
took n little run on my own hook and 
treated myself to as much of a once- 
over of. the ship us I could. I do not 
believe the Moewe hnd more than a 
three-fourths-lQch armor plate, but be- 
hind thnt she had three rows of pig 
Iron, which made about a foot in thick- 
ness. 
There wns nothing but cable 


strung along the deck and when I saw 
that I would linve given anything to 
have had n crack at her with a 14-inch 
navnl. And I sure wished hard enough 
that one of our ships would slip up on 
us. whether we were caught between 
decks or not. I went aft as far as the 
sentry would let me nnd I saw thnt 
Fhd had three spare sis-inch guns un- 
der the poop deck and two six-Inch 
pieces mounted astern. The guns were 
mounted on an elevator and when the 
time came they ran the elevator up 
until the guns were on a. level with the 
poop deck, hut otherwise they were 
out of sight from other ships. 


For our tlrst menl they slung a big 


fnecl bag half full of ship biscuit- 
hardtack—to us nnd some dixies of 
tea. 
After this festival we began' 


ronmlng up nnd down the deck again, 
becauso it was the only way to keep 
warm. 
I guess we looked like some 


of the advertisements in mngnz'.nes, 
where they show a whole family sit- 
ting nround n Christmas tree in their 
underwear and telling each other that 
Whosls Unions—the Iftiomy Kind— 
were just 
what they wanted from 


Htinty. 
Only we did not have any 


Christmas tree to sir nround. We must 
huv-e looked funny, though, nnd I would 
have luul n good laugh if I had not 
been so cold. 


We could not go to sleep because 


the decks were wet. nor could we sit 
down wlr-h any comfort for the same 
reason. Besides, we thought we might 


crew froin the Moewe aboard anil wig- 
wagging to the raider. 


Then the Hun/3 began shouting .and 


they ronstetl us below decV again. The 
place where we had been was' filled 
with smoke, from what or why I • do 
not know, but it w«s almost Impos- 
sible to breathe In it. 
When the 


smoke cleared up a bit the Marathon 
started again, for we were still in our 
underwear only. One of the boys had

One can readily 
enumerate most of them, for her troops 
have been to the fore In Belgium, 
France, Italy, Serbia, Greece, Russia, 
Palestine, Mesopotamia, China and 
North, East and West Africa, to name 
only the main theaters of die war. 
She and her Colonies have raised 
7,500.000 soldiers, and of this total^ 
England's (not Great Britain's) pro- 
portion is BO per cent. In tills regard 
I must remove a misapprehension, or, 
to be candid, Ball down a Hun He, 
which has found credence in some 
quarters. I shall not labor the point. 
It should sufflce If J state with abso- 
lute authority that one man In every 
seven and a half of the population of 
England Is In the army. 
The same 


ratio holds good of Scotland.

has contributed one man In every ten 
and a Hfth, Ireland one mnn In every 
twenty-six and u third and the over- 
seas dominions one man In every, fif- 
teen. Those are-the cold, hard farts 
as to man power In the army, while 
the following table tells Its own story 
and refutes another Hun He:
